New Delhi, the 14 th August 1954 

S.R.O. 301. — The following amendments made by the Cantonment Board. Naini 
Tal, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (11) of section 282 and section 283 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), in the bye-laws for the regulation of 
cattle shed and dairies in the Cantonment of Naini Tal, published with the notifica- 
tion of the Government of the United Provinces in the Municipal Department 
No. 1071/XI-31C/ 1924, dated the 22nd April. 1924, are hereby published for general 
information, the same having been previously published, and having been approved 
and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) of 
section 284 of the said Act, namely— 

For bye-law 7 of the said bye-laws, the following bye-law shall be substituted, 
namely — 

“7, Every dairy-man— 

(a) shall cause every part of the interior of every cattle-shed In his occupa- 

tion to be thoroughly cleansed from time to time and as often as 
may be necessary to secure cleanliness; 

(b) shall cause the floor of every such shed to be thoroughly swept, and 

all dung and other offensive matter to be removed at least twice 
every day and disposed of in such manner as the Executive Officer 
may direct; and 

(c) shall, after the floor is so swept, cause it to be swilled out with fresh 

water,”

of Schedule I to the Indian Stamp Act, 1B99 (II of 1899).”
